C ARAC A S, Venezuela 
(AFP) - President Hugo 
Chavez suggested yesterday 
that he was too busy to con¬ 
tinue being head of the 
United Socialist Party of 
Venezuela (PSUV), the coun¬ 
try's main leftist force. 

Chavez was ratified just 
last week as head of the 
PSUV, a group that formed 
when several leftist political 
groups merged in 2007. 

"I am president of the re¬ 
public, I am head of state, 
head of government, head of 
the army... it's only an idea, 
I'll leave it up to you to de¬ 
bate the issue," Chavez said 
at a meeting with party lead¬ 
ers. 

"In the meantime I will go 
on to be a party foot soldier." 

The firebrand leftist leader 


said "those of us who are in 
positions of local and na¬ 
tional power should not be 
leading the party, and I 
should set the example." 

At the party event, Chavez 
also reiterated that he would 
run for a third consecutive 
term in the 2012 presidential 
election. 

"If I have life and health, I 
am certain that we are going 
to win... the 2012 presidential 
elections and that battle has 
already begun," Chavez said. 

Chavez, 56, was elected 
president in 1998, and re¬ 
elected twice for six-year 
terms under Venezuela's 2000 
constitution. The constitution 
was later amended to allow 
unlimited presidential reelec¬ 
tion.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) — Thousands of 
university students protested in 
The Hague yesterday against 
government budget cuts that 
would see them cough up an 
extra 3,000 euros in class fees 
for every year of prolonged 
study. 

Police said 11,000 people, 
including students and lectur¬ 
ers, took part in the protest in 
a public park near the city cen¬ 
tre, but organisers put the num¬ 
ber at more than 20,000. 

In a bid to cut spending and 
reverse a growing public 
deficit, the government has 
said it wants to save 370 mil¬ 
lion euros ($501 million) every 
year from 2012 by making 
slow learners contribute 3,000 
euros to their annual tuition 
fees, normally 1,700 per year. 

This would apply to students 
who require more than four 
years to finish a three-year 
bachelor's degree and more than 
two years for a one-year Mas¬ 
ters degree, education depart¬ 
ment spokesman Job Slok said.

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Record melt from 
Greenland icesheet in 
2010 



World 'running out of Internet 


PARIS (AFP) - Greenland's 
icesheet, feared as a major 
driver of rising sea levels, 
shed a record amount of 
melted snow and ice in 2010, 
scientists reported Friday, a 
day after the UN said last 
year was the warmest on 
record. 

The 2010 runoff was more 
than twice the average annual 
loss in Greenland over the 
previous three decades, sur¬ 
passing a record set in 2007, 
said the study, published in 
the US-based journal Envi¬ 
ronmental Research Letters. 

Ice melt has now topped 
this benchmark every year 
since 1996, according to the 
paper, derived from long¬ 
term satellite and observa¬ 
tional data. 

Were it to melt entirely, 
Greenland’s icesheet would 
drive up ocean levels by 
some seven metres (23 feet), 
drowning coastal cities 
around the world. 

No credible projections 
today include a doomsday 
scenario for the coming cen¬ 
turies. But recent research, 
including the new study, sug¬ 
gest that Greenland will con¬ 
tribute more to rising seas 


than predicted only a few 
years ago. 

Based on computer mod¬ 
els, Tedesco estimated that 
runoff in 2010 was 530 giga- 
tonnes, or billions of tonnes, 
compared to an average of 
274 gigatonnes for the period 
1958-2009, and 285 giga¬ 
tonnes for 1979-2009. 

"The process is far from 
being linear, and it is not pos¬ 
sible to simply draw a line" 
into the future, said lead re¬ 
searcher Marco Tedesco, who 
heads the Cryosphere 
Processes Laboratory at the 
City College of New York. 

But over the last 30 years 
"there has been an increase in 
runoff," he said in an email 
exchange. 

Researchers have thrown 
up different figures for how 
much, and how fast, Green¬ 
land is shedding its icy man¬ 
tle, which is up to three 
kilometres (1.7 miles) thick 
in places. 

They concur, though, that 
climate change is largely to 
blame: temperatures in the 
Arctic region have risen at 
two to three times the global 
average over the last 40 
years. 


SYDNEY (AFP) - The world 
will run out of Internet ad¬ 
dresses "within weeks", ac¬ 
cording to one of the 
founding fathers of the web, 
a report said Friday. 

Vint Cerf, who helped cre¬ 
ate the web by connecting 
computers using Internet Pro¬ 
tocol (IP) addresses, said it 
was his "fault" that the 4.3 
billion addresses created 
were running out, the Sydney 
Morning Herald reported. 

"I thought it was an exper¬ 
iment and I thought that 4.3 
billion would be enough to 
do an experiment," Cerf, who 
is Google’s vice president 
and "Chief Internet Evangel¬ 
ist", was quoted as saying in 
an interview. 

"Who the hell knew how 
much address space we 
needed?" 

In 1977, Cerf created the 
web protocol IPv4, which 
connects computers globally, 
as part of an experiment 
while working with the US 
Department of Defense. He 
said he never expected his 
experiment "wouldn’t end". 

"It doesn’t mean the network 
stops, it just means you can’t 


China earmarks $303 bn for safe water: report 


BEIJING (AFP) - China plans 
to invest $303 billion in water 
infrastructure projects over the 
next five years that would give 
millions of rural residents ac¬ 
cess to safe drinking water, 
state media reported. 

Severe flooding and 
droughts across the country 
last year destroyed crops and 
drove up food prices, pushing 
inflation to its highest level in 
more than two years, prompt¬ 
ing the investment. 

Beijing will spend more 
than 20 billion yuan ($3 bil¬ 
lion) in 2011 alone to "push 
forward construction of key 
projects", a water resources 
ministry official was quoted 
as saying by Xinhua news 
agency late Thursday. 

The projects include repair¬ 


ing ageing reservoirs and un¬ 
safe embankments and build¬ 
ing other infrastructure to 
provide 60 million people with 
safe drinking water, Zhou 
Xuewen, in charge of plan¬ 
ning, was quoted as saying. 

By the end of 2011, 77 
percent of the country's rural 
residents will have access to 
safe drinking water, the re¬ 
port said. 

State media reported last 
month that China planned to 
invest $30 billion on water 
conservation projects in 2011 
to reduce the impact of the 
weather on grain production. 

The investment — up 10 
percent on the previous year 
— will seek to improve irriga¬ 
tion and protect against natu¬ 
ral disasters, the China Daily 


said, citing water resources 
minister Chen Lei. 

Concerned about food se¬ 
curity and the threat of social 
instability from rising costs, 
Beijing is ramping up invest¬ 
ment in water-related proj¬ 
ects after spending $100 
billion over the past five 
years. 

A leading agriculture ex¬ 
pert last year warned that cli¬ 
mate change could trigger a 10 
percent drop in China's grain 
harvest over the next 20 years. 

Environmental campaign 
group Greenpeace has also 
predicted that China's food 
supply would be insufficient 
by 2030 and its overall food 
production could fall by 23 
percent by 2050. 


build it very well," Cerf said. 

IP addresses are the 
unique sequence of numbers 
assigned to each computer, 
website or other internet-con¬ 
nected devices. They are not 
the same as website domain 
names. 

The overwhelming num¬ 
ber of devices now accessing 
the internet means the ad¬ 
dresses are running out fast. 

To resolve the crisis, an 
updated protocol for the In¬ 
ternet, IPv6, currently being 
planned by the industry, will 
create trillions of addresses. 

As Google vice president 
Cerf, who was in Australia to 
address a conference, said he 
thought the new chief execu¬ 
tive of the California-based 
giant, Larry Page, was ready 
to lead the company into the 
future. 

In a surprise move, 
Google announced on Thurs¬ 
day that co-founder Page 
would replace Eric Schmidt 
as chief executive in April. 

Schmidt, 55, a former 
chief executive of Novell, 
will remain with Google as 


executive chairman, focusing 
on deals, partnerships, cus¬ 
tomers and government out¬ 
reach, Google said. 

He will also act as an ad¬ 
viser to Page, 37, who served 
as CEO previously, from 
1998 to 2001. 

Cerf said Schmidt had 
been chief executive for 10 
years — "a nice round num¬ 
ber" — and Page was ready to 
lead the company into the fu¬ 
ture. 

"Larry and Sergey are 10 
years older than they were 
when they thoughtfully hired 
Eric to be the CEO... so 
everybody's growing up," 
Cerf said. 

Google has grown over 
the past decade from a start¬ 
up battling other Internet 
search engines into a technol¬ 
ogy giant with nearly 25,000 
employees and annual rev¬ 
enue of nearly $30 billion. 

The company meanwhile 
reported its fourth-quarter net 
profit increased to $2.54 bil¬ 
lion from $ 1.97 billion a year 
ago, while revenue rose 26 
percent to $8.44 billion. 
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US woman 
speaks 
after rare 
voicebox 
transplant 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
woman was reunited this week 
with doctors who gave her a 
new larynx and restored her 
ability to speak after a rare 
voicebox transplant surgery, 
only the second ever success¬ 
fully performed. 

Brenda Jensen, 52, a life¬ 
long diabetes sufferer, lost her 
voice after she was hospitalized 
in 1998 for kidney failure. 
Under sedation, she repeatedly 
ripped out her ventilation tube, 
causing permanent damage to 
her larynx. Afterward, she en¬ 
dured teasing and social isola¬ 
tion as she tried to use a device 
that generated mechanical 
speech when she pressed it to 
her throat. The noise it made 
turned heads and made her un¬ 
comfortable, she said. 

But an operation in October 
by an international team of sur¬ 
geons at University of Califor¬ 
nia Davis changed that. 

Lead surgeon Gregory Far- 
well said the difficult surgery, 
which the team planned for two 
years, required doctors to knit 
together the larynx and all its 
nerves and muscles that help 
with breathing, swallowing and 
talking. "By far it was the most 
complex thing the team has 
ever done," Farwell said. "She 
thought long and hard about 
the surgery. It is not without 
risk” 

This sort of transplant oper¬ 
ation is so rare because it re¬ 
quires patients to take 
anti-rejection drugs for life, and 
the pills often weaken the im¬ 
mune system and put them at 
higher risk for cancer and in¬ 
fections. 

For most people, repairing a 
non-life-threatening condition 
is not worth such risks. But 
Jensen was already taking the 
anti-rejection drugs because 
she had undergone a kidney 
and pancreas transplant in 
2006, eliminating her need for 
dialysis and insulin treatments. 

"I'm working so hard to use 
my vocal chords and train my 
muscles to swallow. I'll proba¬ 
bly never sing in a choir or any¬ 
thing, but it's exciting to talk 
normally, and I can't wait to eat 
and drink and swim again!" 

Her raspy voice does not 
sound like the donor, a Califor¬ 
nia woman who died in an ac¬ 
cident, because a person's voice 
is forged not by the vocal cords 
but by the sound as it moves 
through the mouth, tongue and 
lips, doctors said. 


Bedbugs resistant to pesticide, study finds 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bed¬ 
bugs have terrorized home- 
owners and tourists around the 
world, but researchers say their 
genetic analysis of the beasts 
may lead to better ways to kill 
them off. Entomologists at 
Ohio State University found 
genes that appear to be pesti¬ 
cide-resistant, according to 
their findings. 

No one has escaped the in¬ 
festation, including luxury ho¬ 


tels, costing billions of dollars 
annually in extermination ef¬ 
forts by businesses and home- 
owners. 

The six-legged nocturnal 
creatures feed on blood. They 
don't transmit diseases but peo¬ 
ple who are bitten often suffer 
red, itchy welts. They can hide 
in box springs, closets, shoes 
and luggage, which allows 
them to travel, according to the 
National Pest Management As- 


sociation.The researchers 
called their work "the first 
study to elucidate the genetic 
makeup of the insect and to ob¬ 
tain fundamental molecular 
knowledge regarding potential 
defense pathways and genes 
that may be involved in meta¬ 
bolic resistance to commonly 
used pesticides." 

They analyzed both labora¬ 
tory-reared bedbugs suscepti¬ 
ble to insecticides and 


pesticide-exposed bedbugs 
collected from an apartment in 
Ohio state's capital city of 
Columbus.

Cuba issues thousands of self-employment licenses 


BA-Iberia hit turbulence 
as merger takes off 



LONDON, England (AFP) - A 
multi-billion-euro merger be¬ 
tween British Airways and 
Iberia of Spain, creating Eu¬ 
rope’s second biggest airline, 
was completed week-end, but 
immediately hit turbulence as 
BA staff voted to strike. 

’’The merger has now be¬ 
come effective," BA and Iberia 
in a statement said as shares in 
the new company, International 
Airline Group (IAG), prepare 
to trade for the first time. 

British union Unite later 
said that BA cabin crew had 
voted in favour of fresh strikes 
in a long-running dispute with 
the airline over pay and other 
perks, although it did not men¬ 
tion any dates. The vote was 
part of a dispute that prompted 
22 days of strike action last 
year. 

"For the fourth time in 13 
months, British Airways cabin 
crew have voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in support of their union 
and expressed their dissatisfac¬ 
tion with management behav¬ 
iour," said Unite general 
secretary-designate Len Mc- 
Cluskey. 

BA hit back, insisting in a 
statement that "Unite does not 
have the support of the major¬ 
ity of our cabin crew." 

Under the terms of the 
merger, BA and Iberia are re¬ 



taining their current operations 
and individual brands, while 
British Airways boss Willie 
Walsh is chief executive of the 
new group. 

Shareholders of both air¬ 
lines voted in November to ap¬ 
prove the merger which values 
the pair at a combined $9.6 bil¬ 
lion (7.1 billion euros). 

British Airways holds 55 
percent of IAG, while Iberia 
has the remaining 45 percent. A 
merger allows the two carriers 
to catch up with rivals such as 
Air France-KLM and Luft- 
hansa, according to analysts. 

"In terms of size, BA-Iberia 
will be the second biggest car¬ 
rier in Europe and amongst the 
top ten in the world," said Saj 
Ahmad, an analyst at consult¬ 
ants FBE Aerospace. "This 
should deliver many opera¬ 
tional economies of scale as 
the businesses integrate over 
time and allows BA/Iberia to 
offer a wider global network 
for their customers." 

BA is set to benefit from 
Iberia’s strong presence in 
Fatin America, while the Span¬ 
ish airline will gain from the 
British carrier’s strength in 
North America and Asia. 

The tie-up creates Europe’s 
second-biggest airline by mar¬ 
ket capitalisation after Ger¬ 
many’s Fufthansa and will fly 
about 60 million passengers a 
year.

And since they are small in 
size, you are forced to rework 
your message, until it will fit in 
such a small space. 

3. There isn’t an enve¬ 
lope to come in between you 
and your message, so your 
message will be read immedi¬ 
ately. You aren’t putting the 
individual in a position to have 
to open an envelope. 

4. Since postage has 
been increasing over the years, 
marketing with postcards low¬ 
ers your cost to reach a 
prospect or customer. There¬ 
fore your ROI is much higher. 

5. Here’s the best rea¬ 
son. They are personal. 

Here are some tips to have 
a successful Postcard Mar¬ 
keting Program. 

1. Make sure that your 
postcards are being sent to 
prospects and customers that 
are likely to be interested in 
your offer. 

2. Create a postcard that 
looks like a personal message 
from a friend, instead of like a 
printed ad. 

3. Get to the point to 
capture the recipients attention 
immediately. 

4. Try not to make it a 



sales pitch. Use it to build a re¬ 
lationship with your prospect 
and/or customer. So don’t try 
to sell them immediately. 
Offer them something, so that 
they will respond. 

5. Here’s something I 
learned by reading someone’s 
statistics. Send the postcards 
so they arrive on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Why? Because 
the volume of mail that the 
post office is delivering those 
days is lighter and your post¬ 
card won’t have to compete 


with other mail. 

6. Always send the cards 
by First Class mail. If your 
postcard is 3 l A by 5 inches, it 
costs about half of what a reg¬ 
ular first class envelope would 
cost. If you make your post¬ 
card larger, then the cost will 
be higher. There were times 
when it was very cost effective 
for me to send large postcards. 
I did this to catch my 
prospect’s attention. Some¬ 
times I even created postcards 
that were not rectangular, but 
were round, or looked like 
characters. 

Experiment with Postcards. 
Remember the prime objective 
is to get the individual to read 
it and respond to your offer.

Redford opens 'shoestring' 
Sundance film test 


PARK CITY, Utah (AFP) - 
Robert Redford launched the 
annual Sundance film festival, 
vowing to stick to its modest, 
"shoestring" roots and reject 
the commercialism of Holly¬ 
wood. 

The "Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid" veteran actor, 
still sporting a full head of 
blond hair at 74, said nurturing 
new ideas had always been the 
aim of the festival — and al¬ 
ways would be with him at the 
helm. "Keeping a shoestring 
idea of the festival has become 
our core. We may be getting 
bigger, larger, even more suc¬ 
cessful, but keeping that is part 
of us," he said at the start of the 
10-day festival in the ski resort 
of Park City, Utah. 

"We are doing it the same 
way we did 25 years ago. 
Nothing has changed in terms 
of the programming. We don't 
program by commerciality, we 
program for opportunity and 
for new fresh ideas and more 
independence in films," he 


added. 

The 27th Sundance Film 
Festival opened aiming to defy 
the economic slowdown by 
screening a bigger-than-ever 
selection of independent 
movies from the United States 
and around the world. 

Founded by Redford as a 
haven for independent film 
and an alternative to the Holly¬ 
wood machine, the festival 
ironically now attracts huge in¬ 
terest from the commercial in¬ 
dustry's scouts, looking for 
new talent and ideas. 

This year's festival will 
show nearly 120 films from 29 
countries, including 95 world 
premieres and 40 films by 
first-time directors. A record 
number of films were submit¬ 
ted for Sundance, which has 
become the biggest movie fes¬ 
tival in the United States. 

"The point simply has been 
to do whatever we can to cre¬ 
ate opportunities to new artists. 
That's been our pledge and it's 
still our pledge," he said. 


German tries to cash million- 
dollar bill 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - A 
German pensioner down on his 
luck has been given a six- 
month suspended jail sentence 
for attempting to cash a mil- 
lion-dollar bill at his local 
bank, a court spokesman said. 

Wolfgang U., 65, whose 
business reportedly ran into 
difficulties after he became ill, 
brought the fake note to the 
bank in Ratingen, western Ger¬ 
many, saying he had received 
it in return for the sale of a 
property in Sri Lanka. "He 
claimed that he just wanted the 


bank to check whether the bill 
was real but bank employees 
testified that he wanted to have 
the money credited to his ac¬ 
count," Stefan Coners, a 
spokesman for the court in 
Duesseldorf, told AFP. The US 
Treasury Department does not 
print a million-dollar bill. 

The man was convicted of 
attempting to bring counter¬ 
feit money into circulation 
and of attempted fraud. He 
was also told to pay 1,000 
euros (1,345 dollars) to a chil¬ 
dren's charity. 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Major 
US record company Warner 
Music has hired investment 
bank Goldman Sachs to 
search for potential buyers as 
it pursues a bid for Britain's 
troubled EMI, The New York 
Times reported. 

Warner, whose catalog of 
artists includes Frank Sinatra, 
the Bee Gees, The Doors, 
Youssou N'Dour, REM and 
Green Day, decided to hire 
Goldman after buyout firm 
Kohlberg Kravis Roberts 
(KKR) and others sought to 


buy the firm, the Times said, 
citing an executive briefed on 
the matter. 

The newspaper said the 


auction could see Warner 
sell only its prized publish¬ 
ing branch Warner/Chap- 
pell, rather than the entire 
company. 

A separate team of 
bankers at Goldman has 
also been working on 
Warner's potential acquisi¬ 
tion of EMI, according to 
the Times. The bank has 
namely been in touch with 
Citigroup, which owns 
much of EMI's debt and could 
soon control the company if it 
does not make its payments. 


Film on J ewish kids' rescue from 
1939 Prague to hit cinemas

PRAGUE, The Czech Repub¬ 
lic (AFP) - A documentary on 
the rescue of 669 Jewish chil¬ 
dren from pre-war Czechoslo¬ 
vakia by a British man dubbed 
the "English Schindler" pre¬ 
miered in Prague before hitting 
cinemas on February 3. 

The premiere of "Nicky's 
Family" was attended by the 
101-year-old Sir Nicholas 
Winton, who arranged for the 
children to be hosted by British 
families and negotiated their 
departure with the occupying 
Nazi Germans between March 
and September 1939. 

"It gives an indication to the 
future. I don't think it helps to 
look in the past," Winton said 
about his story to a hall full of 
young people taking part in an 
educational project inspired by 
the rescue and spanning 17 
countries. 

Winton has been called the 
"English Schindler," in refer¬ 
ence to Oskar Schindler, 
whose rescue of hundreds of 
Jews in wartime Poland was 
immortalised in Steven Spiel¬ 
berg's film "Schindler's List." 

Winton's story only came to 
light by chance 50 years later 
when his wife found papers re¬ 
lating to it in a battered brief¬ 
case in his attic. Over 100,000 
Czech children have signed a 
petition for Winton to receive 
the Nobel Peace Prize. 

"The story has an immense 
energy. When we travelled the 
world, we could see how it is 
passed on to the young gener¬ 
ation which asks what it can do 
to make the world different," 
said film producer Patrik Pass. 

The filmmakers produced 
500 hours of film material and 
visited 20 countries to talk to 
the "Winton children," some of 
whom attended the premiere in 
Prague. Up to now, 261 of the 
669 have been traced. 

"Many of the Winton chil¬ 
dren who are alive do not 
know the story. We're looking 
for them," said the film's Slo¬ 


vak director Matej Minac, 
whose documentary "Nicholas 
Winton - The Power of Good" 
won the International Emmy 
Award in 2002. 

In one scene — one of a few 
using actors to illustrate the at¬ 
mosphere — a mother has to 
decide whether to leave a 
weeping child on the train or 
whether to take her back home. 

"We met a woman, a Win¬ 
ton child, in Washington, and 
she said it was her sister's 
story... it was like 'Sophie's 
Choice'," said Minac, referring 
to the William Styron novel set 


during the Holocaust. 

And, recalling a moment 
from the shooting, he added: 
"Everybody was moved, 
everybody started to cry, and I 
could suddenly see the scene 
had mystically returned, be¬ 
cause this is what it must have 
been like on the platform all 
those 70 years ago." 

Nazi Germany seized for¬ 
mer Czechoslovakia in March 
1939, less than six months 
after having carved off a 
swathe of its territory, and six 
months before the outbreak of 
World War II.

Williams in shock Australian 
pull-out 


MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
American star Venus 
Williams dramatically pulled 
out of the Australian Open 
with a painful injury on Fri¬ 
day, as Justine Henin also 
crashed and Roger Federer 
got his title defence back on 
track. 

Men's third seed Novak 
Djokovic, women's number 
one Caroline Wozniacki and 
Russia's Maria Sharapova 
also reached the last 16 as 
temperatures soared at Mel¬ 
bourne Park. 

But Williams' injury 
robbed the tournament of one 
of its biggest stars. Just min¬ 
utes into her third-round 
clash with Andrea Petkovic, 
Williams screamed in pain 
and limped to her chair be¬ 
fore conceding defeat. 

The seven-time Grand 
Slam champion, 30, had 
needed treatment for a 
strained psoas muscle, which 
runs from the abdomen to the 
groin, during her previous 
match with Sandra 
Zahlavova. 

"It's super-disappointing 
because this is just not how I 
envisioned my Australian 
Open being," Williams told 
reporters. 

"(I was) just hoping for 
some magic that I could re¬ 
cover. But I have peace of 
mind that I really gave more 
than my best to be out there." 

Williams, playing her first 
tournament since the US 
Open after struggling with a 
knee injury, had never retired 
in 250 previous Grand Slam 
matches. 

It is the first time in the 
Open era that no American 
woman has reached the 
fourth round of a Grand 
Slam. 

Earlier Federer worked 
out the frustrations of his 
five-set rollercoaster against 
Gilles Simon by handing a 6-

3, 6-3, 6-1 beating to pony¬ 
tailed Belgian Xavier 
Malisse, whom he has known 
since his junior days. 

In the process he broke 
Stefan Edberg's record for the 
most Australian Open victo¬ 
ries in the Open era and took 
an important step towards a 
fifth title — and the chance to 
deny Rafael Nadal a sweep of 
the Grand Slam crowns. 

"It's very nice to take the 
record but Edberg still stays 
my idol," Federer told the 
crowd at Rod Laver Arena. 

As temperatures rose past 
32 deg C (90 F) on the tour¬ 
nament's hottest day so far, 
2004 winner Henin was 
floored by Russia's Svetlana 


Kuznetsova, who 
held her nerve in a 
gripping tiebreak to 
win 6-4, 7-6(10/8). 

The seven-time 
Grand Slam win¬ 
ner, 28, has been 
struggling with an 
elbow injury after 
ending a brief re¬ 
tirement last year, 
and has not per¬ 
formed so badly at 
a major since Wim¬ 
bledon in 2006. 

"I decided to 
play not being 100 
percent. It's been 
difficult in the last 
three days on my 
elbow and I just did 
everything that I 
could to make it 
okay, but it wasn't 
enough," Henin 
said. 

Djoko vic's quest 
to break Nadal and 
Federer's Grand 
Slam stranglehold 
received a helping 
hand when fellow 
Serb Viktor Troicki 
retired hurt after 
going a set down. 

After Juan Martin del 
Potro's demise late Thursday, 
third seed Djokovic is the 
only player left in Mel¬ 
bourne, other than Nadal and 
Federer, to have won a Grand 
Slam since 2006. 

Meanwhile, Wozniacki 
took revenge on Slovakia's 
Dominika Cibulkova, whose 
shock victory at last week's 
Sydney International raised 
new questions about the 
Dane's credibility as world 
number one. 

Afterwards, the 20-year- 
old Dane turned on journal¬ 
ists who accused her of 
giving boring press confer¬ 
ences. 

"Yesterday (I was told) my 
press conferences were kind 


of boring, that I always gave 
the same answers," she said. 

"I find it quite funny be¬ 
cause I always get the same 
questions. I know what you're 
going to ask me already, so 
I’m just going to start with the 
answers." 

Wozniacki then stunned 
media by rattling off a mono¬ 
logue answering the pre¬ 
dictable questions she knew 
she would face. 

French Open champion 
Francesca Schiavone eased 
past Monica Niculescu 6-0, 
7-6 (7/2) and Latvian Anas- 
tasija Sevastova beat Russian 
Vesna Manasieva 6-1, 6-3 to 
set up a last-16 meeting with 
Wozniacki. 

Sharapova fought back 
from a set down before sub¬ 
duing Germany's Julia Go- 
erges 4-6, 6-4, 6-4, while 
China's Li Na downed 
Barbora Zahlavova Strycova 

6- 2, 6-1 to revive memories 
of her run to last year's semi¬ 
finals. 

Meanwhile Andy Roddick 
came from behind to see off 
Dutchman Robin Haase 2-6, 

7- 6 (7/2), 6-2, 6-2, and Swiss 
number two Stanislas 
Wawrinka beat French 12th 
seed Gael Monfils 7-6 (7/4), 
6-2, 6-3. 

Spain's Fernando Ver- 
dasco ended Japanese hopes 
with a 6-2, 6-4, 6-3 victory 
over rising star Kei Nishikori. 


Prosecutors say 
Clemens lawyer 
has conflict 
Origin 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Federal prosecutors filed a 
motion Friday to keep the 
attorney for Major League 
Baseball pitcher Roger 
Clemens from cross-exam¬ 
ining former Clemens team¬ 
mate Andy Pettitte in a trial 
set for July. 

Clemens faces charges of 
lying under oath to Congress 
in 2008 when he denied using 
performance-enhancing 
dmgs and prosecutors plan to 
bring Pettitte to the stand. 

Prosecutors claim Rusty 
Hardin has a conflict of in¬ 
terest in asking questions to 
Pettitte because he advised 
Pettitte in December of 
2007 just before the release 
of an investigation into dop¬ 
ing by major league players. 

They want another attor¬ 
ney for Clemens to cross- 
examine Pettitte to avoid 
the conflict but seek a hear¬ 
ing on the issue. 

A pre-trial hearing is al¬ 
ready set for March 14 at the 
request of Hardin, who said 
he needed extra time to sort 
through two years of inves¬ 
tigative material involving 
Clemens. Hardin had sought 
a delay in the trial until Sep¬ 
tember but jury selection is 
now scheduled for July 6. 

While Clemens has de¬ 
nied any wrongdoing, Pet¬ 
titte admitted using human 
growth hormone and told 
lawmakers that Clemens ad¬ 
mitted doing so as well. 
Clemens said Pettitte "mis- 
remembers" the conversa¬ 
tion.

Packers' destiny rests 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - It 
has been an uphill struggle to 
get to this point in his career, 
but Aaron Rodgers is making 
a believer out of those who 
wondered if he would ever 
become among the NFL's 
elite quarterbacks. 

One of the biggest signs 
that Rodgers has finally ar¬ 
rived is that he has made 
Brett Favre an afterthought in 
Green Bay. 

Heading into Sunday's 
National Football Conference 
championship game against 
the Chicago Bears, there is no 
doubt Rodgers is in charge 
and the Packers' hopes of get¬ 
ting to their first Super Bowl 
in 13 years rests in his hands. 

"He has definitely devel¬ 
oped into a special player," 
said Packers coach Mike Mc¬ 
Carthy. 

"He does it the right way. 
He'll break them down phys¬ 
ically, mentally. He's in a 
great rhythm right now." 

The other semi-final on 
Sunday features the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers hosting the 
New York Jets in the AFC 
championship game. 

Rodgers was selected by 
Green Bay in the first round 
(24th overall) in the 2005 
entry draft. 

This is the first year since 


the NFL-AFL merger in 1970 
that all four starting quarter¬ 
backs in the semi-finals were 
first-round draft picks. 

Pittsburgh's Ben Roethlis- 
berger (No. 11 in 2004), New 
York Jets' Mark Sanchez (No. 
5 in 2009) and Chicago's Jay 
Cutler (No. 11 in 2006) all 
went in the first round. 

Rodgers has thrown seven 
touchdowns in six career 
starts against the Bears. 

He threw three touchdown 
passes and went 31-of-36 for 
366 yards in a 48-21 win over 
No. 1 seed Atlanta on Satur¬ 
day. 


Rodgers is in 
his third season 
as the Packers 
starting quarter¬ 
back. He cer¬ 
tainly has the 
support of his 
teammates. 

"I love him," 
said Packers 
wide receiver 
Donald Driver 
said.

He finished with 
274 yards passing and be¬ 
came the first quarterback 
since Otto Graham to rush 
and throw for two touch¬ 
downs in a playoff game. 

The two teams share one 
of the NFL's longest standing 
rivalries dating back to 1921. 
This will be the 182nd career 
meeting between the Bears 
and Packers. 

"You just look at our his¬ 
tory and it does have a re¬ 
spectful tone, but it can be 
nasty also," Bears coach 
Lovie Smith said. "It's going 
to be a physical game. We 
don't like each other. 

"Believe me, there is not a 
whole lot of love for us com¬ 
ing (from the Packers)." 

The sixth-seeded Jets bar¬ 
reled their way through a pair 
of brilliant quarterbacks in 
Peyton Manning and Tom 
Brady to get to their second 
consecutive AFC champi¬ 
onship game. 

Now Roethlisberger is the 
biggest obstacle in the way of 
their trip to the Super Bowl.

Fired nurse sues 

ORLANDO (AFP) - A nurse 
fired for allegedly looking at 
the medical records of Tiger 
Woods is suing for defama¬ 
tion and says he never saw 
the golf star's files, the Or¬ 
lando Sentinel reported Fri¬ 
day. 

David Rothenberg seeks 
400,000 dollars in damages 
plus reinstatement and a letter 
of explanation from officials 
at Health Central, the hospital 
where Woods was taken after 
a November 2009 car crash 
that spawned his sex scandal. 

Woods was treated for 
several hours at the hospital 
after an early morning crash 
near his home, which led to 
revelations of affairs with 
multiple women, an eventual 
divorce from wife Elin 
Nordegren and a five-month 
hiatus from golf before a 
winless 2010 season. 

Hospital officials fired 
Rothenberg in December of 
2009 for looking at the record 
of Woods three times within 
10 minutes on his computer, 
according to the lawsuit filed 
Friday. 

Woods used the aliases 


Ernest Smith and Ronald 
Williams while at Health 
Central, according to the law¬ 
suit. 

Rothenberg, who faces the 
loss of his nursing license, 
accused the hospital of 
defamation and conspiracy to 
defame plus violating poly¬ 
graph procedures and causing 
harm to his reputation. 

"My client wants to clear 
his name more than anything
